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THE NEW CLASS OF STEAM SHIPS. 


Our frontispiece represents one of the splendid steamers of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company making her 
way to Alexandria with the dispatches and passengers for India. 
The plate affords us an opportunity of making some mention of a 
company which has rendered the most important service to this 
country in permanently diminishing the distance between Great 
Britain and her Indian dependencies. 

Down to the year 1833 the communication overland was of the 
most irregular kind. A lumbering war steamer occasionally made a 
trip from Bombay to Suez, and sometimes advantage was taken of 
an Arab dow or sailing vessel to send letters rather in the hope, than 
the fexpectation, of their making safe way to England vid Egypt. 
This was most unsatisfactory to the public and to the government, 
who for ten years had been satisfied that a regular communication 
was feasible if the money could be obtained to carry it out. At 
length the community of Calcutta subscribed for the purchase of a 
vessel to demonstrate to the home authorities the practicability and 
utility of a rapid intercourse with England. ‘lhe company’s go- 
vernment, however, was reluctant to incur the large expense or a 
regular communication, and therefore merely sent out war steamers 
to run between Bombay and Suez inthe Red Sea. ‘This did not 
satisfy the people of Calcutta, Madras, and Ceylon; they urged that 
vessels were wanted at their own doors, and they freely opened their 
purses to a very considerable extent to bring about the desideratum. 
But the united subscriptions of all India were insufficient, forthe 
attainment of the great object in view; nothing was to be accom- 
plished without aid from England. To realise this assistance, 
Captain James Barber, the East India agent, made great and noble 
efforts, enlisting the co-operation of Lord W. Bentinck, Sir G. 
Larpent, Mr. J. Abel Smith, and Mr. Curtis of the Bank of Eng- 
land. Satisfied not only of the necessiticvs of India, but of the 
ample returns of capital laid out in the establishment of a com- 
prehensive and fr.quent communication with the empire, these 
gentlemen negotiated an arrangement with the Peninsular Company, 
which then carried the mails to Spain, Portugal, Gibraltar, &c., and 
the upshot was the formation of a large association, grafied upon 
the Peninsular Company; the Government granting it a monopoly 
of the mailsto India, and the East India Company voting a tem- 
porary annual grant of money by way of encouragement. 

How the high expectations of the projectors of the Oriental and 
Peninsular Company have been realised, let their half-yearly teports 
disclose. We have now before us the repor: for the half year ending 
30th September last. Jt appears by this, that they have now twenty- 
one boats actually running, and six more in course of construction. 
Of the number extant, eleven vary from 1800 to 1000 tons, with 
engines of about 500 horse power; and the remainder from 900 to 
500 tons, with engines of from 200 to 3CO horse power Trips to and 
from India are made every fortnight, the boats starting simuitaneously 
from the two countries, s as to ensurc an arrival at Suez and at 
Alexandtia at about the same time. Great numbers of persons avail 
themselves of the vessels to reach England or India in five weeks, at 
an expenserof 127/, (the transit through Egspt included), and the 
result to the company is a profit of 8 per cent. per annum on their 
capital, with a very large reserved fund for contingent charges or 
future division. Great enterprises merit great rewards, and the com-

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER rose to explain why the Government had 
not before suspend-d the Navigation Laws. In October they had been in- 
formed that there was a large quantity of corn in America, and an immense 
number ot British vessels in American ports ready to load corn for England. 
‘They had been deceived, for although there had been a great importation of 
corn, yet it had not amounted,to the quantity represented. He looked now also 
to Odessa and Galatz, and as soon as those ports should be open, it stood to rea- 
son that the vessels on the spot would be enabled to load earlier than vessels 
sent out from England, therefore they now proposed to suspend the Navigation 
Laws. With a view of promoting the importa:ion of corn into Ireland the Go- 
vernment had refused to be importers of corn, but they had purchased corn in 
this country, and had sent it to the west coast of Ireland without any limit, ex- 
cept that they could not purchase to such an extent as to raise thë price of food 
to the poor of this country who had to purchase their own food. The orders 
given were to bring, always following, but never Itadilig the market. In some 
weeks the Government had bought all the fodian corn in the market; after- 
wards it had bought barley ; afterwards rice, and upwards of 200,000 quarters of 
one sort of grain or another Kad been purchased by the Government and sent to 
the depots on the west coast of Ireland. ‘The imports of corn from Ireland to 
England was less by 1,300,000 quarters this year than it had been during the pre- 
ceding years, and the export from England 10 Ireland had been greater. The 
Government had also taken large mills in various parts of the country to grind 
corn into meal, which had been sent to Ireland. Last year there were nine 
depots of mealin Ireland. In the present year there were 26 in the western 
counties. 
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HISTORIC REGISTER. 


Russtan Commence. — It appears by the official returns lately 
published, that the importations fer the year 1845 were much larger 
than in the year 1844, though in the last mentioned year the import- 
ation of foreign goods exceeded that of 1843. ‘The exportations of 
1845 were below those of 1844; this arises in part from the very 
large amount of the exportations in 1844, and in part from the crops 
in the Baltic and western provinces in 1845 having fallen very short. 
Notwithstanding this there were larger shipments than usual from 
St. Petersburg and Archangel, as well as grain from Odessa. The 
following are the results of the year 1845, so far as concerns produce 
and merchandise: — Exportation to foreign parts, 18,950,348 silver 
roubles; to Poland, 2,295,008; and Finland, 1,321,939; making a 
total of 92,567,345, or about 20,820,000/, sterling. Importations from 
foreign parts, 81,234,566; Poland, 1,093,697; and from Finland, 
833,109; making a total of 83,161,372, or about 18,710,000/. sterling, 
The exportations for 1845 exceeded the importations, therefore, by 
the sum of about 2,110,000/. ‘The total importation of coin and 
precious metals amounted to 9,041,540, or about 2,340,000/., and the 
exportations of them to 5,655,324, or about 1,589,000/. sterling. 

EATH OF THE AwCHDUKE JOSEPH or AustRiA. — Intelligence 
has been received of the death of his Imperial Highness the Arch- 
duke Joseph Autonie Jean of Austria, palatine of Hungary. ‘lhe 
melancholy event took place on the 7th inst., at the imperial palace 
at Ofen, in Hungary, after a severe and protracted illness of several 
months, His late imperial highness was fourth son of the late 
Emperor Leopold II., by Maria Louisa, daughter of Charles 111. 
of Spain. He was born March 9. 1776, and was married three times ; 
lastly to the Princess Marie, dauyhter of Louis Duke of Wurtemberg, 
by whom he is survived. By his second alliance the son, the Arch- 
duke Stephen, alone survives, and by the Archduchess Marie he 
leaves issue a son and two daughters. ‘lhe Archduke was the Pa- 
latine, Governor, and Captain- General of Hungary ; a Fields Marshal 
and Colonel-in-Chief of the 2d and 12th regiments of Hussars in 
the Austrian army. In virtue of his high position of representa ive 
of the Emperor in Hungary, he was president of the diet and council 
of state. The illustrious Archduke was, with the exception of the 
Archbishop of Gran, the highest magnate in the kingdom, and was 
deservedly beloved by the ‘people as well as nobles over whom he 
Tuled as palatine. He had distinguished himself as a consummate 
soldier during the wars of Napoleon in Germany, and merited the 
high rank he held in the imperial army. By the decease of his 
imperial highness, in addition to the imperial family ot Austria, it 
will place in mourning the courts of Naples, Munich, and many 
other courts of Germany and Italy.

‘Fhe time has 
arrived when effect can be given to the kindly disposition of the 
pasha, greatly to the relief of the numerous indigent families in the 
city of London, which, with all its means of administering relief, 
participates severely in the general distress, and we trust and believe 
that Alderman Johnson will exercise his usual judgment in super- 
ntending the distribution.

— The construction of drains, and the means of 
efficiently trapping them, to keep back noxious gases, require ear.y 
attention, Jr is an error to suppose that the interposition of water 
is a sufficient protection against the escape of noxious gases fiom 
sinks and cesspouls— such is not the fact; as soon as the water is 
saturated with gas, it escapes into the house or street, to the injury of 
the health of the inhabitants; yet builders rely wholly on the efficacy 
of water in preventing these emanations.

FaLmourH.—We understand that it is the intention of government 
to erect forthwith a battery at Penlee Point, so as to command Caw- 
sand Bay. The Admiralty are determined to put the whole of the — 
coast in a proper state of defence, in consequence of which the buiid- 
ing of the proposed new bridge at Love is suspended, A battery 
wiil be erected at Looe harbour, so as to command the anchorage 
under Love Island. The whole line of approach, from Looe to Ply- 
mouth, is to be put into a state of defence immediately, : 

Forest or Deax. — Lord Morpeth visited Gloucester on Tues- 
day, the 12th instant, the object of his visit being to attend a com- 
mission to set out new enclosures for the growth of timber in Dean 
Forest, in place of others lately opened. The quantity of land set 
out was about 1000 acres, ‘This is the last commission that will be 
necessary for such a purpose, at least in the preseut generation, as the 
whole of the forest that is adapted for timber is now covered with 
young trees that promise well fora supply to future navies.. 

CORNWALL. — Deeaprut Pownex Mitt ExrPLusion. — A tre- 
mendour explosion, involving fatal consequences, took place last 
week at the kenna Vale Powder Mills, iu the parish of Stithian’s. 
The explosion took place in the stamping mill, which was almost a 
new building, and was blown to atoms. 1 Wo Men were working in 
the mill, named Martin and Dunstan, and these unfortunste indi- 
viduals were shockingly mutilated by the force of the explosion, A 
number of persons, on hearing the revort, congregated around the 
spot from the neighbouring village of Ponsworth, and great was the 
lamentation among them, it not being known what family had been 
bervaved of its members, The bodies of the two men were soon 
known. Part of Dunstan's body was blown into the river; his arms 
and one of his legs were rent from his body ! his face frizhtfully dis- 
figured, and the whole remains in such a mangled condition that they 
were ooliged to be taken up in asheet, Martin's body also presented 
a shocking appearance; the skull being blown entirely off. Both men 
were married, but have |< fi no children. os NUE 

Norwicu.—The Norwich Soup Society is daily yielding its abun- 
dant supply to the poor of that city, who now feel most severely the 
high price ofall provisions; and we are glad to know that so general 
a desire exists to maintain in active operation this lively monument 
to the memory of its founder, our mosi honoured and lamented phi- 
lanthropist, the late J. J. Gurney, Esq. The weekly expenditure 1s 
771., and the number of distinct and separate families who receive its 
assistance during the same time may be taiily estimated at neariy

ing all the efforts that have been mad- to save this tine vessel, Owing 
to the high position she is in on the rocks, and to the damage her hull 
sustained at the time she went ashore, there is every probability of 
her soon becoming a total wreck. We are soiry to add that a melan- 
choly loss of life occurred on Monday, to live seamen of the steam- 
sloop Scourge, while taking out an anchor to the shore from the 
Sphinx, when the boat was swamped in the surf, and out of fourteen 
five were drowned. A. party of carpenters and caulkers have been 
sent from this dockyard, but we fear their services will be of little 
use,

CLAVERING.—ÅPPREHENSION or Mr. T. Newrort, THE Farmer, 
—On Monday the Right Hon. Lord Braybrooke, and other magis- 
trates, met at the gaol of this town to investigate a charge preferred 
by Mr. Superintendent Clarke, of the Essex constabulary force, 
against Mr. Tnomas Newport, a wealthy farmer, living in the village 
of Clavering. the scene of the recent murders by poisoning, for in- 
citing Sirah Chesham to administer some deadly drug to an infant, 
Solomon Taylor (since deceased), with intent to murder it. ‘The 
prisoner was apprehended on Friday last by Mr. Inspector Shackell 
of the metropolitan “detective ” police force, who was sent down at 
the instance of Sir George Grey, the secretary of state. The evi- 
dence gone into went chiefly to show that the mother of Lydia 
Taylor had applied for relief to Newport, and that he told her the 
child must be got rid of. Reporters were however excluded, and 
the prisoner was remanded. : 

SHEFFIELD. — A most daring. and impudent robbery was com- 
mitted on Monday at the house of Mr. James Tune, the Cattle 
Market Inn. It appeared that for several days past three men, appa- 
rently strangers, have at various times been in the habit of frequenting 
the above inn, and making inquiries for a person named ‘Thompson, 
whom they alleged to be their friend. On calling on Monday they 
remained there for a considerable time, one of them stationing him- 
self in the bar whilst the other two proceeded to the tap-room, and 
called for some beer. At ten o'clock Mr. Tune went to the market 
to purchase some meat, leaving the servants in charge of the house. 
On returning some time afterwards he remarked the circumstance

SCOTLAND., 


Grassow. — A great fire occurred in Glasgow on the 17th. The 
premises destroyed consisted of a handsome ashlar building, four 
stories in height, situated on the east side of Queen Street, a short 
distance south of Ingram Street. ‘The first story contained five 
shops. ‘The second story was occupied by Roberison and Co, ; and 
the third and fourth stories by Messrs. Brown and Co., the extensive 
sewed muslin manufacturers. The progress of the fire was so rapid, 
that the whole of the north side of the building was in flames before 
the engines could be brought into effectual operation. The poiice, 
assisted by a number of gentlemen, removed two or three thousand 
pounds worth of goods from Messrs. Robertson's warehouse, and 
several cart-loads ot boots and shoes. ‘This was the only property of 
consequence which was saved, but we are glad to Jearn that all the 
parties who have been burned out have saved their business bocks. 
At ten o'clock at night, however, the fire could scarcely be said to be 
completely extinguished, T'he destruction of property is estimated 
at from 80,000/. to 100,000/., but all the parties are insured. The 
building is a total wreck. The origin of the fire is a compiete 
mystery. è . 

i CUSTOMS REVENUE. — The excess of Customs revenue in the ports 
of the Clyde over the year preceding of 110,361, which, with the 
excess at Leith of 59,679/., strikingly demonstrates that Scotland has 
largely participated in the increased trade, the revenue tables pub- 
lished on the 5th of January exhibiting an increase in the year in the 
Customs revenue of Great Britain of only 205,659}. 

EDINBURGH. — T'he gross Highland population is 400,000, and of 
these 100,000 are in such circumstances as not to be affected by cur- 
rent casualties. Ofthe remaining 300,000, one half may be regarded 
as mainly dependent on potatoes for three-quarters of the year, and 
the other exclusively dependent on potatoes for the whole year. As- 
suming five as the average of a family, we have 60,000 families re- 
quiring subsistence during the eight months that intervene between 
this and harvest; and allowing two and a half stones (about 351b.) 
to each family, the consumption would be 75,000 bolls per month, or 
600,000 bulls for the whole eight months. There are two Scotch 
bolls in an imperial quarter, and the price of meal at 60s. per quarter, 
the cost of the quantity named of that particular food, would amount 
to about 1,000,000/. This is appalling enough, but other things be- 
sides meal wouid of course be required, and above all things seed for 
next crop cannot be overlooked. However, the evil in all its horrors 
really exists, and must be fairly met in the face if we are at all to 
surmount the difficulty. Of the 312.019/. 19s. 1d. apptied for by 
Scottish proprietors under the Drainage Act, about 150,000}. will fall 
to the Hignlands, and so far the expenditure of such sums will 
lighten the burden. The opinion is gaining ground, that this act 
shouid be expanded into a general Land Improvement Act, em- 
bracing trenching, fencing, and other requisites of rural cultivation 
as well as draining.

It was called “ A Diurnal of some Passages 
and Affairs ;" was originally printed in London, and reprinted in 
Leith, in 1652. Since then the grea’est feats in Scottish journalism 
have been thrice a-week papers. The Dissenters in Glasgow are 
also to start a newspaper, to be published weekly, and to be called 
the “ Glasgow Times.” 

Deeaprut Accipent.—On Saturday week, while three children, 
belonging to Mr. George Key, shoemaker, residing in the northern 
part of the parish of Monifieth, were trimming a naphtha lamp, an 
explosion took place, which enveloped the whole three in flames. 
The father, who was at hand, immediately ran to their assistance, and, 
with his hands, one of which was severely burned during his exer- 
tions, extinguished the flames. One of the children, seven years of 
age, died next day, and another is scarcely expected to live. What 
adds to the melancholy nature of the calamity is the fact, that the 
mother, a very delicate person, was at the time confined to bed from 
distress, and was a horrified spectator of the desolation caused by the 
explosion ; and it is melancholy to relate that she has since died. 


IRELAND. 


Loss or THE Sirius Stream Packer. — Between three and four 
o'clock on Saturday morning, this vessel having made an excellent pas- 
sage from Dublin to the offing of Cork Harbour, struck, in a dense fog, 
on a reef of rocks in Ballycotton Bay, and instantly a scene of con- 
sternation not to be described prevailed among the passengers. Cap- 
tain Moffett, the commander, then deemed it advisable to back the 
ship off the reef, and by much exertion succeeded in doing so; but 
they were only a very short time clear of the rocks when it became 
evident the vessel would not much longer remain afloat, as she was 
making water fast, and had received serious injuries in her bottom 
and sides. She was accordingly again turned towards the land, and 
very soon after began to strike on a ridge, called Smith's Rocks, 
about half a mile to the west of Ballycotton, with the certainty of 
going to pieces in a few hours. The total loss of the vessel being 
thus inevitable, the attention of all on board was directed to the pre- 
servation of the crew and passengers, and amidst the confusion and 
alarm that prevailed, the life boat, which is usually carried over the 
paddle-box, was attached to the davits and lowered, though unfor- 
tunately on the wrong side of the ship. This boat, we understand, 
was not equal to accommodate more than eight, but immediately she 
was launched twenty crowded into her, principally deck passengers, 
and before she was well clear of the steamer, melancholy to relate, 
she was swamped, and all in her met a watery grave save Capt. A. 
Cameron, of the Prince river steamer, who was a passenger from 
Dublin in the vessel. Meanwhile the steamer continued to thum 
heavily on the rocks, while the screams of alarm from the affrighted 
passengers, and the heavy surf breaking on her sides and on the 
deck, rendered the scene one of awful danger and intense anxiety. 
Soon after the coast guard boat from Ballycotton station, under 
command of Mr. Coghlan, chief officer, came alongside, and the 
ship's boats having by this time been also launched. the remainin 
passengers were got into them, and safely landed, though with the 
loss of every portion of their luggage, &c. The extraordinary exer- 
tions of Captain Cameron, of the Prince (who was so providentially 
saved), in Superintending and assisting the landing of the Passengers, 
have been described to us as beyond all praise. 

Every article that was washed ashore before the assistance of mili- 
tary or police arrived was instantly carried off by the people, who 
continued to assemble in large numbers. A portion of the cabin 
plate and other portable articles of value were brought on shore in 
one of the boats, but soon became the booty of the country people, 
as did also such personal luggage belonging to the passengers as 
they contrived to save from the wreck. 

Dustix.— The universal dearth has produced bad results in Sligo, 
which has hitherto escaped, notwithstanding the poverty of its popu- 
lation. In one week there have occurred tifteen deaths. This would 
only be a very ordinary mortality; but the inquests add, * from 
starvation.” An eminent Liverpool house has supplied gratuitously 
a large quantity of rice to be distributed by Mr. Madden, late mayor 
of the town. The application of the British navy to the importation 
of food has created the most lively satisfaction. 

Rergat Association, — The weekly mee:ing of the association 
was held on Monday in Conciliation Hall.. The chair was taken by 
J. P. Somers, M. P. for Stigo. Mr. O'Connell, in the course of 
some observations, said that he would go to parliament this week, but 
not as Whig or Tory, but to get food tor the people. He had his 
preferences —he liked the Whigs, and would support Lord John 
Russell if he gave the people of Ireland food, But if Sir R. Peel 
gave food to Ireland, he would support Sir Robert Peel. Jf he found 
the parliament would not give ad. quate relief, he would return to 
Ireland to take measures at home, such as necessity demanded. 

Aw Inisu Verpicr.—An inquest was neld at the workhouse, Gal- 
way, on Thursday week, on the body of a travelling beggar, named 
Mary Commins, when the jury returned the following verdict: — 
“ We find that the deceased, Mary Commins, died from the effects of 
starvation and destitution, caused by a want of the common neces- 
saries of life; and that Lord John Russell, the head of her Majesty's 
government, has combined with Sir Randolph Routh to starve the 
Irish people, by not, as was their duty, taking measures to prevent 
the present truly awful condition of the country, we find that the said 
Lord John Russell and the said Sir Randolph Routh are guilty of the 
wilful murder of said Mary Commins.” The coroner refused to re- 
ceive this finding, and the jury afterwards agreed to a more rational 
verdict, 

Tirrerary.—Atrocious Outrace.—It is with theTmost painful 
feelings we record the following savage outrage upon a helpless 
family residing at Jamestown, in the neighbourhood of Mullinahone. 
About the hour of twelve o'clock on Sunday night last, five men 
went to the house of Michael Mullaily, at Jamestown, and de- 
manded admittance in the name of the police: before the door could 
be opened, it was violently forced in; four ruffians entered, two of 
whom wore masks, the other two had their faces coloured. One of 
them was armed with a pistol, and the fifth person, who was stationed 
at the door, was armed with a pitchfork. ‘There were in the house'at 
the time, James Mullally, eighty years of age, and his nephew, 
Michael, a cripple, aged sixty years, and two women, named Mar 
and Ally Mullally. The party having lighted four candles, whic 
they brought with them, then demanded what money was in [the 
house, and were informed 10s, was all they had. One of them pro- 
duced a book and swore the entire family as to the truth of what they 
said; and hejthen deliberately swore on the same book that the 
would leave the entire family corpses before they left. They then 
beat them. The grey locks of the venerable old man, or the help- 
less state of the unfortunate cripple, were no shield from the brutal 
attack of these sanguinary scoundrels. ‘They next proceeded to the 
bed, and having dragged Ally therefrom, they also dreadfully beat 
and kicked her, and having procured a rope, they tied it around her 
neck, fastened it toa beam, placed her on a box, in the most cool 
manner, and when they had all ready, they removed the box, and left 
her body suspended from the beam. Before life became extinct, 
those monsters cut down the body of the wretched woman, dragged 
it to the fireplace, and placed her on her side across the fire, which 
fortunately was nearly extinguished; however, she was severely 
burned after being almost strangled. ‘They then went to the bed- 
room and were dragging the other woman out, when water was 
thrown on the fire; she was then thrown on the kitchen floor, to ail 
appearance lifeless, when one of those monsters got a burning coal 
and placed it on different parts of her arms, and then beat and kicked 
her about the hesd and shoulders unmercifully; all this was done 
with a view of exrorting a contession of where they had the money, 
The par y remained in the house three or four hours, and when 
going away one of them lit straw and held it to the thatch for the 
purpose of setting fire to the house; ali the property those inhuman 
ruffians were able to take away with them was 1s. 2d , a pitchfork, 
Pipe, razor, and two blackthorn sticks: they took the direction of the 
county Kilkenny. 
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THE LONDON PARCELS POST. 


Considering the carriage of parcels belonging to the trade and 
domestic arrangements of this vast me‘ropolis as a subject not only 
of paramount interest in public econo ny, but as falling immediately 
within the scope of a publication professedly devot: d to the advance- 
ment of commercial and social interests, we take the earliest oppor- 
tunity of offering a few observations on a new, rich, and powerful 
company which this day enters on the serious duty of transmitting 
the “loads” of London life with even more than the Speed, prompti- 
tude, and safety which has ordinarily been held to be the exclusive 
characteristic of the letter post, In doing this, it may be more con- 
venient, for the sake of perspicuity, that we divide the question into 
the three following heads: — 1st. What are the characteristics of a 
true system of parcel carriage for the metropolis? 2d. Are the in- 
habitants of the metropolis supplied with facilities of parcel transit 
adequate to their great and increasing requirements? 3d. To what 
extent will the Parcel Post Company supply the public necessities, 
and how far may the principles on which it operates be received as 
true a Suited in every respect to the growing wants of the com- 
munity 

The distinguishing characteristics of a sound system of parcel 
posting would generally be sought for in an assimilation to the 
practice of the letter post, but in our opinion it should go beyond it. 
The first principle in a great carrying operation for the business of 
the nineteenth century should be — 

Cheapness ; but as loss of time is loss of money, and as a great loss 
of time attends all the old systems of civic and suburban carriage, 


they cannot any one of them lay claim to general patronage cn the 
ground of economy. 


Expedition. 1n‘a railway age speed must necessarily distinguish 
the operations of every successful business. But expedition requires 
division of labour, classification of routes, concentration of dis- 
tricts, &c., features unknown to the existing systems, 

Security against loss or injury to property. These are qualifications 
which the public have long desired in vain, 

Frequency. Expedition without frequency is comparatively value- 
less. The carrier’s cart once a day might have served our fathers ; 
but ten times a day is scarcely sufficient for the onward energies of 
the present hour. In respect of frequency, existing modes of parcel 
carriage are notoriously deficient. 

Punctuality. The certainty of delivery within a given time is an 
advantage unknown to the public. Yet few things are of more im- 
portance. If “punctuality be the soul of business,” 
be of consequence to know in depositing 
hour and so many minutes, or less, 
hands to which it is destined. 

This, then, being briefly a statement of the principal conveniences 
essential to a sound and popular system of Metropolitan parcel car- 
tiage, we have to ask how far the public are at present in possession 
of the means of enjoying them. Is parcel carriage cheap? Iv is no- 
toriously dear; often amounting to the value of the thing carried. 
Is it quick and cheerful in its operations? On the contrary, the 
journeys of the parcel cart too often resemble the slow and dubious 
gropings of the blind at noonday. One day it may be seen loitering 
through Cheapside; the next dodging about Notting Hill: in the 
morning it may be observed wandering all forlorn on Brixton Hill, 
and at night asking its way in the intricacies of Bethnal Green. 

‘ow east, now west. Itis in all quarters of the town during the 
course of a week, and in this very diversity and contradiction of 
labours, instead of serving, as the owners think, they are seriously 
retarding the operations, and wasting the money of their employers. 
Besides which, in taking the whole metropolis for his walk, the 
driver never acquires that perfect knowledge of the streets which ex- 
pedition requires. But although the system may be expensive and 
slow, yet as costly and dignified movements are the attributes of re- 
spectability, it might be imagined that the public were wrong in sup- 
posing it, to be insecure; but this is so far from being the case, that 
some of them absolutely refuse the risk (mark the word) of carrying 
money or gold. Neither is the parcel cart frequent in its ‘ starts,” 
or punctual in its arrivals. 

A system of parcel carriage is therefore wanted, which, while’ it is 
expeditious, shail be cheap ; while it embraces the whole metropolis, shal] 
be secure; and which, along?with these advantages, shall be always 
going, and never keep expectants waiting. These, with numerous 
subsidiary advantages, the London Parcel Post will accomplish by 
the following novel and highly ingenious arrangements. 

London is, for the present, aivided by the company into. six dis- 
tricts, with a depot station to each, viz. — A. Cenire; B.. South of 
Piccadilly; C. North of Oxford Street; D. Near Angei Inn, 
Islington; E. W hitechapel, near the church; F. Borough, Lon- 
don itoad, near the Elephant and Castle, with a superintendent, an 
assistant, and a porter to each; also six carts, with drivers anc guards, 
The parcels having been collected trom the receiving houses, ‘and 
brought to the respective depôt stations, are divided into six heaps, 
viz. one containing the parcels which belong to and are to be de- 
liver: d within the district where they were coliected, and five other 
heaps to be transmit.ed for exchange with the other stations. 

‘This operation is made simultaneously at all the cepôt stations. 
Five carts are then dispatched from each station to the others, for the 
purpose of exchanging, an operation which is effected at about mid- 
way between the respective depos, 

«he carts are provided with locks and keys, and furnished with a 
small fixed box inside, with lock and key, to contain waybilis and 
money. The superintendents are provided with duplicate keys of the 
carts, which exchanye with each of them, so that no keys need be en- 
trusted to, or sent by the drivers when exchanging. The waybill 
from division to division, with bills and receipts for parcels unpaid, 
are locked in the guard's box inside. 

The carts, thus prepared, proceed with the utmost expedition upon 
their course, without stopping halfway, or at any other point of it, 
until the carts meet, when AN EXCHANGE, of which the foilowing is 
an example, is made :—

As stated before, no keys are sent with the drivers when exchang- 
ing. When the carts meet therefore, the drivers and guards merely 
alight, and without changing’the horses’ heads, exchange carts, and in 
half a minute are returning to their respective stations, ‘I'he reason 
for thus exchanging carts by the drivers is, that they may be confined 
to one district, and thereby become intimately acquainted with it, 
without having their attention divided with other districts to which 
they do not belong. : 

‘The rule before stated, of not sending keys or waybills by the 
drivers when exchanging, was not suggested by any suspicions of dis- 
honesty, but merely to guard against omissions or errors in exchang- 
ing keys or waybills, and-to save time, by removing every pretence 
for stopping and talking; besides, as there is no voucher for the 
parceis transmitted from station to station except the waypbill, it is 
but ordinary prudence that care should be taken in passing it without 
intervention or meddling. 

On the arrival of the carts at their respective destinations, the 
superintendents open them, and compare their contents with the way- 
bilis inside. It any discrepancy be discovered it is immediately rec- 
tified; and to accomplish this with ex, edition, extra saddle-horses are 
ready at each of the stations, in order that, upon the ciscovery of a 
mistake, a porter may be dispatched at once to inquire into the

As each cart arrives at its destination its contents are divided into 
six portions, for distribution to the public by the six carts at each 
depot.

Our friends the Fingoes, who make as good soldiers as they are la- 
bourers and navies, are in high glee‘at the prospect of obtaining a large 
slice of the Kafir territory. ‘They really deserve some such reward 
for their courage and steady conduct in the field.

FOREIGN. 


Francr.—We have received information of the substance of the 
last despatch received from the cabinet of Vienna by M. Guizot, on 
the subject of Cracow. ‘The style of the note is firm but courteous. 
The powers declare in it that they consider themselves as haying a 
right to act as they have acted; that the existence of Cracow was 
their work; that the other powers associated in the congress of 
Vienna relatively to this question merely registered the final act; and 
that they cannot be regarded as having any share in the negotiation 
which led to it. The powers declare further that they will not undo 
what they have done, or consent that France cr England should have 
any part in it. M. Guizot, to whom the Austrian ambassador has 
communicated this answer, has already adopted his course. He will 
not reply toite The discussion, so far as diplomacy is concerned, is 
therefore at an end. 

The committee of deputies upon the address, in answer to the 
royal speech, although composed of the Conservative party, took up 
on Saturday the two leading questions respecting Cracow and the 
marriages with considerable spirit and energy. It required the 
minister of foreign affairs to communicate the diplomatic correspond- 
ence on both questions more fully than he had done. ‘They have 
demanded the correspondence between the Foreign Office in Paris 
and the French embassy at Berlin, Vienna, and St. Petersburg, from 
the 3d of April to the 6th of November, which was omitted in the 
documents already laid before the Chamber. ‘They have also de- 
manded the answer lately received from Prince Metternich to the 
protestation of France, and have requested M. Guizot to supply 
written proofs that the memorandum which appears annexed to the 
documents laid before the Chambers, was communicated to Lord 
Aberdeen. 

M. Guizot has refused to communicate the documents demanded 
by the commission on the address, but he has declared that he will lay 
them before the Chamber when the debate on the address shall come 
on.

Tur ‘tl uitertes. — On Tuesday week a splendid court ball was 
given at the Lluileries ; about 3000 persons were present at this fete, 
which was more noisy than royal, The sending of the invitations 
was neglected to such a degree, that several persons received two. 
Madame la Duchesse de Montpensier is an indefatigable dancer. 
The interesting state she is now in has not in the least diminished her 
vivaci'y and her native Spanish ardour. The diplomatists danced 
little, bu: played much. ord Normanby, a great amateur of whist, 
and one of the finest players of the three kingdoms, was seated at one 
of these tables ; he had for his partner M. de Brignoll-s, the ambas- 
sador of Sardinia, against Serra Capriola, ambassador of Naples, and 
Comte d’Appony, who, like Prince Metternich, his master in every- 
thing, likes playing high. At about one o'clock the king and queen, 
followed by the prince and princesses, and the most distinguished 
persons, went to the Salle du Theatre to suppe*. The service was 
badly attended to. A few clumsy maitres d'hotel that were hired 
spread confusion everywhere. Madime de Montpensier ate with a 
good appetite; the ball had put her in excellent humour. She did 
not cease questioning the Duke de Monipensier Everything ap- 
peared to surprise her; and the duke was pleased to perceive that at 
the court of Madrid things were not conducted as at the Tuileries, 
and that Marie Christine had not familiarized her daughters with an 
embarrassing etiquette. Only twenty-four tables were laid out for 
the supper, and each one could only accommodate ten persons at a 
time; and, while the ladies and privileged persons were seated, the 
dancers that arrived too late took all they could, and eat standing. 
Th» deputies returned again and again to the tables, givieg us a high 
opinion of parliamentary gormandising. The supper did not end till 
five o'clock ; the dances continued tiil about seven o'clock. ‘The fete 
would have been brilliant, had not the great number of persons 
caused so much inconvenience and confusion. 

Svain.—Madrid journals of the 12th have arrived. The draft of 
the address of the senate has been agreed to. The senate in this 
recommend, much to the annoyance of the ministry, an enlargement 
of the amnesty, It is said that Mon will retire, and be succeeded by 
the Duke of Sotomayor as finance minister. The Espectador” has 
been acquitted on the accusation brought against it by the ministry. 

Senor O10zaoa.—A letter from Bayonne of the 15th, states that 
Senor Olozaga has sent an address to the Spanish Chamber of De- 
putes, protesting in strong terms against its entering, in his absence 
into any discussion of his double election. He expresses in advance 
his acknowledgments to such of his friends as may speak in his fa- 
vour, but gives to no one authority to defend him. He claims this 
as an incontestible right in himself, which would not be denied him 
in any truly constitutional country. 

Porrucav.—Our letters from Lisbon are to the 11th inst., and 
bring the satisfactory intelligence of a considerable progress having 
been made towards the pacification of the entire country. The pro- 
vinces of Estremadura, Algarve, Lower Beira, and ‘I'ras-os- Montes 
were entirely tranquillised, and the road from Lisbon to Coimbra 
perfectly clear of guerillas, the telegraphs and posts being again 
established. Saldanha had marched northward from Coimbra, where 
he had met with a brilliant reception, as far as Joaninho, on the road 
to Oporto. Das Antas, whose force was weakened every day by de- 
Serulon, was retreating before him towards Oporto, which town, there 
eee doubt, must fall in a few days before the combined forces 
o Casal and Saldanha, by which the insurrection would be utterly 
extinguished. Several Miguelites had been arrested in Lishon, being 
om paan by Macdonald's intercepted correspondence.

VoLa Nn. — We have received accounts from Warsaw up tothe 8th 
inst., which announce that, according to an imperial order, Poland 
has actually ceased to exist, and that it is incorporated with the Rus- 


Compared with 1844, the in- 
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sian empire. Warsaw is plunged in consternation, and affliction is 
depicted on every countenance. A commission has been appointed 
to regulate the financial affairs of the kingdom, and when those are 
arranged, the fact of the incorporation is to be promulgated. 

Iraty.—Mr. Waghorn is now deeply engaged in this country in 
establishing a line of railway through the whole length of the country, 
with the view of making it the great channel of intercourse between 

England and India. Mr. Waghorn had an interview with the Pope 
on the 7th inst., and was most graciously received. His holiness ex- 
prone his high sense of the importance of the subject, and presented 

r. Waghorn with a gold medallion of himself, complimenting him 
on his great exertions. Mr. W. then started for Naples, by invita- 
tion of the King, to arrange for the examination of the best route 
through his dominions, and intends afterwards to proceed northwards 
to determine the most practicable line through the Alps, having pos- 
sessed himself of all the most feasible points for this purpose. Mr. 
Waghorn’s indomitable perseverance is more than ever on the alert 
towards the great objects of rapid intercourse between England and 
India. 

Ausrria.—It is well known that the Jews, to have the right of re- 
residing in Vienna, are forced to pay every fortnight a certain sum 
per head—the rich four florins, and the poor two, One dav that M. 
de Metternich had invited to his table M. Meyerbeer, a knight like 
himself of the Prussian Order of Merit, the police presented them- 
selves at the residence of the illustrious composer to demand the tax 
in question. M. Meyerbeer having threatened to leave the city im- 
mediately if this absurd law was applied to him, the officers of the 

rand chancellor replied that they would elude the law in his case by 

inscribing on his permission to reside his title of knight, in place of 
his denomination of Jew. The French Jews were subjected to the 
tax up to the time that M. de St. Aulaire protested against It in the 
name of his government. ‘The same law also exists at Warsaw, and 
the celebrated violinist Ernst quitted the city from the same circum- 
stance that had occurred to M. Meyerbeer at Vienna. Let us add, 
that when the police came to find him he had already given five con- 
certs to the poor. 

Prussra. —A dreadful accident occurred on the 4th in one of the 
first boarding schools for young ladies at Berlin. A stove, placed in 
one of the dormitories in which twelve of the girls slept, had the 
effect of rendering them all senseless. Nearly all the medical men of 
the city hastened to the spot when the news of this calamity was 
spread abroad, and owing to their exertions eight were saved. Of the 
other four, one was dead when the accident was discovered ; the other 
three showed signs of life, but died afterwards. 

Greece. — There is in the whole of Greece only one guillotine. 
Wherever an execution is to take place, therefore, the guillotine must 
be taken to the place. For some time past this instrument had been 
stationary at Athens, as there were so many brigands to decapitate 
who had been taken in the environs. ‘The guillotine is now making 
the tour of the provinces, and is at this moment at Egribos, where it 
has just served to cut off the heads of eleven persons, one of them a 
priest, who were condemned to death some time ago for piracy. 
Although a great portion of our population do not regard piracy as a 
crime, and have a profound veneration for priests in general, what- 
ever their private conduct may be, there was no manifestation at the 
place of execution in favour of the curiosity. The number of per- 
sons present to witness the execution was about 12,000. 

Switzertanp.—The French ambassador has threatened to station 
French troops at Porentini, in case Berne should send troops against 
Friburg. ‘The “ Berne Gazette,” however, says that this rumour is 
false. The‘ Gazette” states that although this declaration might 
have been made, it was useless; for it is evident to all persons a little 
acquainted with Switzerland, that any invasion of one state by an- 
other, with hostile intentions, would be followed by the immediate 
entry of foreign troops. ‘I'he answers of the Austrian, Russian, and 
Prussian ambassadors, which caused so much pleasure to the “ Ami 
de la Constitution” and to the “ Berne Gazette,” are comprehended 
in the same terms, and contain besides a significant phrase these 
journals did not mention. In- fact, they will only give their usual 
assurance of sincere friendship to ‘the Vorort, as long as the base on 
which his power rests will have remained untouched in its essence, 
aud not vitiated in its spirit. 

Gramuany. — The accounts from all parts of the interior of Ger- 
many relative to the high price of bread, and the general scarcity of 
food, begin to alarm people, and trade is suffering there'rom, as was 
severely felt during the recently held fair at Leipsic. Some of the 
accounts from the interior are very bad, representing the state of the 
pe inhabitants as little better than in the worst districts of lre- 
and. There are nevertheless some people courageous enough to 
speculate in coffee and other luxuries (luxuries to the poor, who are 
barely able to purchase bread) in the face of these disastrous accounts, 
whilst the more prudent appear to rest on their oars, and to await 
coming events. The report gains ground of a new loan to be nego- 
tiated by Russia, and certain it is that the finan. ial condition of the 
whole continent never was in a much worse plight than it is at 
present.

PROGRESS. 


Porrery Scuoor or Desicn.—The schools at Hanley and Stoke 
are now ready for the reception of pupils, and will be opened on 
Monday, the 25:hinstant. We hear that the applicants for admis- 
sion are very numerous, and the subject seems to have been taken up 
in a very enthusiastic and becoming spirit. ‘The almost nominal 
charge for instruction, with the great advantages offered, cannot fail 
to render these schools of immense service to the Potteries. 

A New Warrer Company. — The wells and works in Orange 
Street, Leicester Square, from which the fountain in Ti afalgar 
Square, with the Houses of Parliament, and government offices in 
the vicinity have been supplied, are about to pass into the hands of a 
private company, just established, for supplying the metropolis with 
water from this source. Another well will, for this purpose, shortly 
be sunk in connection with the present establishment, from which, 
during the last two seasons, the supply for watering the streets in St 
Martin's parish and the Whitehall district has been obtained. 

Gas ın Dwettina-nouses.— During the last few years the use of 
coal gas, as a source of artificial light in dwelling houses, has in- 
creased to a very considerable extent, sv that it is now no Uncommon 
thing to find drawing-rooms and bed-rooms, as well as halls and 
staircases, thus lighted—a thing which, a few years since, was hardly 
to be met with in London, though it has been common for many 
years in Edinburgh, Glasgow, and several of the northern towns, 
The convenience and advantages of gas for lighting houses is very 
great; if well managed, it is cheaper and more cleanly than any 
other sort of artificial light, whilst at the same time there is consider- 
ably less danger of accidents from fire than where oil lamps or can- 
dles are used. The principal advantage of gas for domestic illu- 
mination are, its cheapness, safety, cleanliness, and the little care and 
attention which it requires when properly arranged and managed. 
By the use of gas, all danger from sparks is avoided, the injury of 
furniture by dropping oil, wax, or tallow through carelessness, is 
prevented ; and the lamps, when once lighted, if properly regulated, 
will burn for any number of hours with a bright and equabie light, 
without requiring adjusting or trimming of any kind, as is the case 
with oil. Of course these advantages are only experienced when the 
pipes and burners are well arranged and placed under the care of a 
steady and attentive servant; with a careless person, accidents may 
possibly be caused from leakage of gas, though, as even a very small 
escape of gas very soon becomes apparent from its unpleasant odour, 
very moderate attention would entirely prevent the possibility of 
accidents of this kind occurring. ‘The blackening effect produced on 
the ceilings is, of course, another inconvenience; but a good gas- 
burner does not blacken ceilings any more than the best oil lamps or 
wax candles. Where ceilings are blackened by gas, either the burn- 
ers are faulty and the gas is not perfectly burnt, or they are turned up 
too high, so as to form a smoky flame. In consequence of the 
cheapness of gas, and the facility with which we may regulate the 
supply of light, people commonly buin more lights than they would, 
did they use oil or candles: hence the reddish yellow colour of the 
light becomes trying to the eyes. ‘This may, to a great extent, be 
remedied by the use of glasses or shades, slightly tinged blue or 

bluish green; the light is thus softened, and brought nearer in its 
character to daylight. In the same way that the use of gas leads 
people to burn a larger quantity than they would do of oil or wax, it 


also causes them to forget the large quantity of hot air passing off 
from every burner —a consideration of great importance, but one 
which is entirely under our own control, inasmuch as it is easy in all 
cases to adopt some suitable and efficient mode of ventilation, 
whereby the temperature of our rooms may be prevented from rising 
too high. i ; 
Tue [xcrease or Buitpincs 1N Liverroot is remarkable. The 
following is the number of houses and warehouses erecied, or in the

Tur Economy or Consuming Suoxe.—In proof of the increase 
of heat gained by burning the smoke, we may cite the experiments of 
Mr. H. Hoidsworth, of Manchester, who has shown that, in the front 
flue of a furnace, of common construction, the thermometor seldom 
rose above 1100 deg. Fahr., and often fell below 900 deg., the mean 
being ‘975 deg.; while fin the same furnace, when consuming its 
smoke, the mean temperature was 1160 deg. Fahr., ranging between 
1400 deg. and 1000 deg. ‘The quantity of water evaporated by a 
pound of coal was one half greater than when the smoke was not 
consumed. ; 
Brown Brean. — It has been calculated that the people might 
produce for themselves five million quarters of wheat before next 
harvest, simply by eating brown bread. Itis well known that out of 
112 lbs. of wheat, 28 lbs. are taken in the shape of brans and coarse 
flour, leaving only 84 lbs. of fine flour. Now if the brans only were 
taken out, which would in no case exceed 7 lbs., there would be left 
104 lbs. of nutritious flour— more wholesome and more digestible, as 
every medical man can testify, than the fine flour now used ; so that, 
as 104 exceeds 84 by one fourth, twenty million quarters (which is 
believed to be about our consumption ) would, if dressed this way, 
produce as much flour as twenty-five millions.

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THE WEEK. 
PARLIAMENT has begun well. Careful as ministers of all parties 
and denominations have generally been to exclude from the 
speech to the throne every passage or subject that might serve as 
the apple of discord, their success has been rare. The vigilant 
jealousy of opposition has almost invariably contrived to make 
some sentence or other the peg fora debate on the Address. This 
inconvenience has been escaped upon the present occasion, less, 
perhaps, through the absence of provocatives than through the 
community of feeling engendered by the unhappy state of Ireland. 
Her Majesty’s Speech (which will be found elsewhere) at once 
and without prelude came to the great domestic question which 
now agitates the whole empire, and Parliament affirmed the prin- 
ciple of relief by an immediate assent to the Address. To be 
sure, there was a great deal of speaking, but it rather consisted of 
details of past operations, justifications of the policy of ministers 
in the exigency which presented itself, and foreshadowings of fu- 
ture proceedings, than of discussions suggested by party hostility. 
Lord John Russell clearly and simply described the course taken 
by the Government in order to provide food for the starving Irish 
without disturbing the operations of private trade. Mr. Labou- 
chere, the secretary for Ireland, entered into details of a local 
character, and vindicated the Government from a passing censure 
bestowed upon it by Lord George Bentinck. ‘The only speech of 
the evening originating in bad feeling, and calculated (if it had 
not been outrageously absurd) to excite it in others, was Mr. 
Roebuck’s. ‘The hon. member for Bath spat his venom upon 
every subject embraced in the speech, and elicited a just rebuke 
from an Irish member. Sir Robert Inglis bore testimony to the 
Christian-like patience with which Scotland had borne her share 
of the famine affliction ; and Sir Robert Peel expressed his dis- 
position to support the Government, expressing, however, his 
surprise that no allusion had been made in the Speech to the 
state of the revenue. On the latter point Lord Stanley, in the 
course of an able and comprehensive speech upon the Irish 
policy, in which he declared the willingness of Protectionist 
peers to support the Government in any temporary measure of 
relief, likewise made some comments. His lordship is of opinion 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer will find it necessary, ere 
long, to raise the interest on Exchequer bills. 
The conclusion at which we arrive, from the general tenor of 
the discussion, is that the corn laws will be temporarily sus- 
pended, and the ports freely opened for the present to the admis- 
sion of provisions; that the use of sugar will be permitted in all 
the breweries and distilleries, in order that the demand for fer- 
mentive substances otherwise applicable to the food of the people, 
may be diminished ; and that Ministers will be indemnified fer 
their past proceedings. The particular discussions on some of 
these several matters were to come forward on Thursday, but the 
hour at which we are compelled to go to press puts it out of our 
power to notice the result in this part of our paper. ‘The Mont- 
pensier marriage and the extinction of the freedom of Cracow, 
the former of which was delicately touched upon in the Speech 
from the Throne, while the latter elicited a declaration that it 
was “a manifest violation of the treaty of Vienna,” were not 
passed sub silentio by the Houses. The Spanish marriage brought 
out (Lord Palmerston, who, in answer to Mr. D'Israeli, justified 
his procedure in respect to the union, showing that the corre- 
spondence had been commenced by the Earl of Aberdeen, whose 
policy the present Government was carrying out. Lord John 
Russell had previously spoken to the same purport. It was very 
distinctly denied by his lordship that the British Government 
wished to effect an alliance between the Queen of Spain anda 
prince of the house of Saxe Coburg. 
neither desired by the heads of the royal family of Great Britain, 
nor by the Prince himself. All parties in both houses, with the 
single exception of Lord Brougham in the one, and Mr. D’Israeli 
in the other, denounced the violation of the Vienna compact in 
terms befitting British senators. $

mons, the report on the Address was brought up, which gave

occasion to; an indifferent speech from Mr. Hume to a running 
accompaniment of ‘loud laughter.” Mr. Hume, with charac- 
teristio thrift, recommended the Government to avail itself of the 
infraction of the Vienna treaty, not to “ pay any further instalment 
of the Russo-Dutch loan.” The conduct of the Irish landlords 
underwent some examination on this, as on the preceding even- 
ing, resulting in the conclusion that, in most cases, they had 
nobly done their duty by their suffering tenantry. The report 
on the Address was agreed to. 

And thus has the session commenced. There is, as yet, but 
little indication of the settled shape state parties will assume. 
The Duke of Wellington and Sir Robert Peel did not give their 
customary dinners previous to the meeting of Parliament, whence 
we infer their total secession from the leadership. Lord Stanley 
is evidently the recognised chief of the Conservative peers, and 
Lord George Bentinck was referred to in the speech of Lord 
John Russell as the head of a party, whose decided extent, how- 
ever, is not yet apparent. To all appearance, ministers will, for 
a time, have an easy task as far as regards domestic operations. 
But their foreign policy will require very careful and judicious 
treatment. The gauntlet thrown down by the Northern Powers 
has been taken up. The ambassadors of Austria, Russia, and 
Prussia did not attend the ‘delivery of a Speech in which their re- 
spective sovereigns were charged with a violation of a treaty. These 
are the straws which show how the wind bloweth. 

The absorbing interest of the opening of Parliament has for 
the moment turned attention from other affairs. Yet are the 
“advices” from all parts of the Sglobe pregnant with matter 
worthy of attention. In France, food riots have distinguished 
the intensity of the popular distress, and the insufficiency of the 
relief afforded by government and the opulent inhabitants. In 
Portugal there is “marching and counter-marching,” but not 
much of actual fighting between the insurgents and the Queen's 
forces. Her Majesty duly estimates the amount of slaughter the 
civil strife will induce, by manufacturing the lint for the wounded 
with her own fair hands ; a mark of delicate and condescending 
attention that will doubtless have prodigious effect in taking away 
“ the grief” of a contusion, Das Antas has evacuated Coimbra, 
in view to form a junction with his friends in Oporto. 

The war in Kaffirland continues. The expectation that the 
Sir Peregrine Mait- 
land has recruited his forces, and the discovery of a bay at the 
mouth of Buffalo river facilitates the transport of food and am- 
munition to the troops; but we do not look for a complete ter- 
mination to the war until the enlightened Pottinger arrives, and 
brings his schemes of pacification into vigorous operation. 

The loss of two more steamers, and twenty-five human lives, 
blackens the page of our domestic history of the week. The 
Sirius — the first steamer that ever traversed the Atlantic — re- 
turning from Dublin on Saturday morning, struck upon a reef of 
rocks in Ballycotter Bay, and is fast going to pieces, Nineteen 
persons were drowned! The Sphynx steam-sloop, wrecked at 
Freshwater, has involved the loss of six individuals, the crew of 
a boat employed in relieving the stranded vessel of her cargo. — 

We notice that the great measure of military education is re- 
ceiving practical adoption, but not upon the enlarged principles 
that we should be glad to see animating our Government. Thirty 
unmarried young men, between nineteen and twenty-five years of 
age, of irreproachable moral character, good constitutions, and 
“ not under the standard military height,” are advertised for, to 
be sent out as schoolmasters of infantry and cavalry regiments. 
We cannot perceive why there should have been any stipulations 
in respect to ‘age, domestic condition, and height, unless it is in- 
tended to make fighting and effective men of the domines. The 
mind —the morale of the soldiers, would, we should think, be 
more likely to benefit by the instructions of a man of mature 
years —a husband and a father ; and as to his stature, unless it 
can be shown that intellectual strength corresponds with physical 
altitude, the man might just as well be under the height of a rifle- 
man, as above the regulated measure of a grenadier of the Guards. 

Election movements upon a small scale are announced every 
day. A new writ has been moved for in the room of Mr. Byng. 
Lord Robert Grosvenor is the favourite for Middlesex. Lord 
Ashley has agreed to stand for Bath, if the expenses do not fall 
upon his own shoulders. The Conservatives, in earnest of their 
wish to have him, have commenced a subscription to meet those 
charges. Mr. W. J. Chaplin has offered himself to the electors of 
Salisbury. 

Finally ; a Queen's Letter has beenfissued to the Lord Primate, 
authorising him and the Archbishop of York to promote contri- 
butions for the relief of the suffering Irish and Scotch. The 
week could not terminate more appropriately.

Prosectzy Rattways. — In pursuance of the standing orders of 
last session, authorising Mr, Speaker to appoint one or more officers 
to be called “ The Examiners of Petitions for Private Bills,” one to 
be chief examiner, that right hon, gentleman has appointed Mr. 
Smith (chief), and Mr. May, who in accordance with the 9th 
standing order fixed Friday last, the 15th inst., for the commence- 
ment of their duties. ‘lhe petitions have been entered on the ge- 
neral list, in the order of their deposit, and by the speaker's regulation 
the pecitions will be set down for hearing before the examiners in 
that order. 

The examiners commenced their sittings daily at 10 o'clock

Raitway Accinents. —Mr. John Chubb, of St. Paul's Church- 
yard, recommends the following means of preventing railway acci- 
dents : — “ Let there be no luggage carried on the roofs of the rail- 
way carriages, but let it all be deposited in vans, as 1s done on the 
Great Western Railway and most of the continental lines, On the 
luggage van next to the tender Jet there be a seat at the forepart of 
the van for a guard, to sit with his back to the engine, whose duty it 
will be to keep a look-out down the line of carriages, Over one 
lamp in each compartment of the carriages, let there be fixed to the 
top of the carriage ou'side an arch of iron gas tubing, about 2 feet 9 
inches high, and through a hole inthe under part of the top of the 
arch two cords should run, and be fastened to a swivel, and hooked 
on to the top of the lamp. ‘The other ends of the cord running 
through the tubes must meet in the inside of the carriage, be joined 
together, and a handle appended to them, The operation of the 
whole would be as follows; —in case ot illness or an accident, a pas- 
senger in any part of the train has only to pull the handle above his 
hood and the lamp is raised; if it is daylight, the guard will see the 
lamp, or, if dark, he will see the light, and he has only to step from 


his seat on to the tender and tell the engineer to stop the train, All 
this may be done in a few seconds.”

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OPENING OF THE 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT 


The Imperial Parliament of the United Kingdom was opened on 
Tuesday with a speech from the throne by her Majesty in person. 
The interest excited was unusually great, and notwithstanding the 
extreme coldness of the weather, the line of route from Buckingham 
Palace to the House of Lords was densely thronged with spectators 
from an early hour. 

About half-past twelve o'clock detachments from the two regi- 
ments of household cavalry stationed in London, viz. the ist Life 
Guards and the Royal Horse Guards, arrived from their respective 
barracks, and took up their stations as guards of honour, the former 
at the House of Lords, and the latter without the courtyard of the 
rence: The line throughout was kept by troops of the same regi- 

s. 

At one o'clock the Foreign ambassadors and ministers, great 
officers of state, and peers and peeresses possessing the entrée began 
to arrive, Among the former we observed his excellency the French 
ambassador, his excellency the Hanoverian minister, his excellency 
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the Belgian minister, and Madame Van de Weyer, his excellency the 
Turkish minister and lady, his excellency the Danish minister, his 
excellency the Bavarian minister, his excellency the American 
minister, Madame Bunsen, his excellency the Dutch minister, Count 
Revel. His Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge came early, 
and was loudly cheered by the populace. 

The Conde de Montemolin, attended by the Marquis de Villa 
Franca and Colonel Merry, arrived shortly after the Duke of Cam- 
bridge. His Majesty was accommodated with a place in one of the 
side galleries of the House, by the express direction of the Lord 
Great Chamberlain. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, the Marquis of Clanricarde, the Earl 
Grey, the Earl of Minto, the Earl of Auckland, and the Lord Chan- 
cellor were among the ministers who reached the house early. 

There were also present the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Duke 
of Buccleuch, the Earl of Wilton, the Earl of Cardigan, the Earl of 
Charleville, the Earl of Zetland, the Earl Fitzwilliam, the Earl of 
Aberdeen, the Bishop of Oxford, Lord Carew, Lord de Lisle, Lord 
Forester, Lord Colville, and Lord Hatherton. Upwards of eighty 
peers had entered the house before the arrival of her Majesty. 
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Twelve of the judges were on the woolsack, and about an equal num- 
ber of bishops occupied the ecclesiastical bench. The Duke of 
Cambridge, in the robes of a prince of the blood royal, arrived at an 
early hour, 

early the whole of the above came in their state equipages, the 
dazzling liveries of the servants and the gorgeous equestrian trap- 
pings adding very much to the general effect. Among the more 
striking “ turn outs” were those of the Duke of Beaufort and Lord 
Foley, captain of the Hon. Corps of Gentlemen-at- Arms, the latter 
being especially admired. 

Among the ladies present were the Duchess of Inverness and 
Lady Elizabeth Gore, the Duchess of Beaufort and Lady Blanche 
Somerset, the Countess Granville, the Countess ( Dowager) of 
Mansfield, Lady Caroline Leveson Gower, Lady Dufferin, Mrs. 
Howley, and Miss Burdett Coutts. 

His Grace the Duke of Wellington arrived at the house about a 
quarter to two. The gallant duke rode on horseback, attended by 
his groom. On leaving Apsley House he took the route down Con- 
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stitution Hill, along the Mall, and through the Horse Guards. The 
noble and gallant Duke was recognised at several points along the 
road, and as often loudly and enthusiastically cheered, an expression 
of feeling which his grace characteristically acknowledged in his own 
peculiar style, 

Precisely at a quarter to two o'clock a movement among the mili- 
tary stationed without the palace indicated the apprcach of her Ma- 
jesty, and immediately afterwards the royal cortège emerged from the 
garden entrance, and not, as usual, by the marble arch, in conse- 
quence of the latter being closed, owing to the repairs now in 
progress. The cortège consisted of six carriages, including the state 
coach. The four first contained the various officers of the household, 
the grooms and equerries in waiting, pages of honour, &c. ‘The 
fifth carriage was that of the Master of the Horse, and therein rode 
the Lord Steward, Earl Fortescue ; the Gold Stick in Waiting, Vis- 
count Combermere ; the Lord in Waiting, the Earl Ducie; and the 
Lord in Waiting on the Prince, the Viscount Clifden. This car- 
riage was succeeded by the Queen’s marshalmen, two and two; after 
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whom came the Queen’s footmen, in their state liveries, two and 
fwo, who, in turn, were succeeded by a party of the Yeomen of the 
uard. 

Then followed the state coach, drawn by eight cream-coloured | 
horses, most beautifully caparisoned in dark blue trappings. Her 
Majesty occupied a seat on the right hand, having Prince Albert on 
her left. The Duchess of Sutherland (mistress of the robes), and 
the Marchioness of Douro (lady in waiting) faced her Majesty and 
the Prince. A troop of the Royal Horse Guards brought up the 
rear. As the state coach emerged from the precincts of the palace, 
her Majesty was enthusiastically cheered by the assembled thousands. 
Both the Queen and the’ Prince were looking remarkably well; her 
Majesty smiled graciously in acknowledgment of the loyal manifest- 
ations with which she was greeted, and the Prince Consort was no 
less condescending in his recognition of the homage rendered to the 
royal presence. ‘The Duchess of Sutherland and the Marchioness of 
Douro, than whom, perhaps, no more appropriate companions for 
royalty could be selected from among the European aristocracy, 
came in fora full share of popular admiration. 

The park was densely thronged, but there was a most enviable ab- 
sence of anything like confusion throughout the whole line of route. 
Lord Frederick Fitzclarence and several other noblemen were on 
horseback in the park when the cortège passed. At every point, $0 
soon as a glimpse of the state coach and its august inmates could be 
obtained, the cheering of the spectators was renewed, and continued 
until the royal party had gone far out of sight. Her Majesty 
alighted at the door of the House of Lords precisely at a quarter 
past two o'clock, and immediately proceeded to the robing room, 
After a few moments’ delay her Majesty entered the House of Lords, 

receded by the heralds in their state tabards, followed by the Lord 

hancellor and the great officers of state, the Earl of Zetland bear- 
ing the cap of maintenance, the Marquis of Lansdowne the crown 
on a cushion, and the Duke of Wellington the sword of state. 
Prince Albert walked on the left of her Majesty, who proceeded to 
the throne and took her seat. The Duke of Wellington, bearing the 
sword of state, ascended the steps of the throne, and took his station 
on her Majesty's left hand, between her Majesty and Prince Albert, 
and rather in advance of the Prince. The other officers of 
state were ranged on either side. Her Majesty was attired in 
a superb dress of white satin, with a stomacher radiant with 
diamonds, and a coronet to correspond. On the Queen entering the 
House, the peers and peeresses all rose, and remained standing until 
her Majesty, having ascended the throne, desired them to be seated. 
The Lord Chancellor then, standing on the left of the Queen, de- 
livered the royal speech to her Majesty. His lordship then directed 
Sir Augustus Clifford, Usher of the Black Rod, to summon the 
Commons to the House of Lords. The dulness of the atmosphere 
during the early part of the afternoon had rendered it necessary to 
light the candles in the house. Just before the entrance of her Ma- 
jesty the weather brightened ; the candles were, however, allowed to 
remain lighted, and the effect of the magnificent jewels worn by the 
Queen and the Duchess of Sutherland was thereby greatly height- 
ened. At half-past two o'clock precisely the Speaker, attired in his 
State robes, and accompanied by a number of members of the Lower 
House, appeared at the bar, when her Majesty read the following :— 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

It is with the deepest concern that, upon your again assembling, I have to call 
your attention to the dearth of provisions which prevails in Ireland and in parts 
of Scotland. 

In Ireland, especially, the loss of the usual food of the people has been the 
cause of severe sufferings, of disease, and of greatly increased mortality among 
the poorer classes. Outrages have become more frequent, chiefly directed against 
property ; and the transit of provisions has been rendered unsafe in some parts 
of the country. - 

With a view to mitigate these evils, very large numbers of men have been em- 
ployed, and have received wages, in pursuance of an Act passed in the last session 
of Parliament. Some deviations from that Act, which had been authorised by 
the Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, in order to promote more useful employment, 
will, I trust, receive your sanction. Means have been taken to lessen the pres- 
sure of want in districts which are most remote from the ordinary sources of 
supply. Outrages have been repressed, as far as it was possible, by the military 
and police. 

It is satisfactory to me to observe that in many of the most distressed districts 
the patience and resignation of the people have been most exemplary. 

The deficiency of the harvest in France and Germany, and other parts of 
Europe, has added to the difficulty of obtaining adequate supplies of provisions. 

It will be your duty to consider what further measures are required to alleviate 
the existing distress. I recommend to you to take into your serious consider- 
ation, whether by increasing for a limited period the facilities for importing corn 
from foreign countries, and by the admission of sugar more freely into breweries 
and distilleries, the supply of food may be beneficially augmented. 

I have likewise to direct your earnest consideration to the permanent condition 


ps 


of Ireland. You will perceive, in the absence of political excitement, an oppor- | 
tunityfor taking a dispassionate survey of the social evils which afflict that part 

of thie United Kingdom. Various measures will be laid before you, which, if 

adopted by Parliament, may tend to raise the great mass of the people in com- 

fort, to promote agriculture, and to lessen the pressure of that competition for 

the occupation of land which has been the fruitful source of crime and misery. 

The marriage of the Infanta Luisa Fernanda of Spain to the Duke of Mont- 
pensier has given rise to a correspondence between my government and those of 
France and Spain. we 

The extinction of the Free State of Cracow has appeared to me tobe so mani- 
fest a violation of the Treaty of Vienna, that I have commanded that a protest 
against that act should be delivered to the courts of Vienna, Petersburgh, and 
Berlin, which were parties to it. Copies of these several papers will be laid be- 
fore you. 

I entertain confident hopes that the hostilities in the River Plate, which have 
so long interrupted commerce, may soon be terminated; and my efforts, in cons 
junction with those of the King of the French will be earnestly directed to that 
end. `` 

My relations generally with foreign powers inspire me with the fullest confi- 
dence in the maintenance of peace. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 

I have directed the Estimates to be prepared, with a view to provide for the 

efficiency of the public service, with a due regard to economy. 
My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I have ordered every requisite preparation to be made for putting into opera. 
tion the Act of the last Session of Parliament, for the establishment of local 
courts for the recovery of small debts. It is my hope that the enforcement of 
civil rights in all parts of the country to which the Act relates may, by this mea- 
sure, be materially facilitated. JB 

I recommend to your attention measures which wili be laid before you for im- 
proving the health of towns, an object the importance of which you will not fail 
to appreciate. 

Deeply sensible of the blessings which, after a season of calamity, have been so 
often youchsafed to this nation by a superintending Providence, I confide these 
important matters to your care, in a full conviction that your discussions will be 
guided by an impartial spirit; and in the hope that the present sufferings of my 
people may be lightened, and that their future condition may be improved, by 
your deliberative wisdom. 


„On her Majesty's return from the House of Lords she was saluted 
with greetings even more enthusiastic than those which had gratified 
her on her progress down.

Busts ron Eron Cottecz.-- In addition to the busts of the cele- 
brated men educated at Eton College which have already been put 
up in the school-room and in other parts of this ancient edifice, there 
are now in the studio of Mr. Behnes, in Osnaburgh Street, three 
busts, which will be shortly added to the collection. They are those 
of Lord Chancellor Camden, presented to the college by the present 
Marquis of Camden; of Admiral Lord Howe, presented by the pre- 
sent earl; and of the great Lord Chatham. ‘These three posthumous 
busts have been modelled from pictures, in the possession of jthe 
descendants of the originals, by Mr. Behnes, and are considered 
accurate likenesses. 

Society or Ants. — The fourth ordinary meeting was held on 
Wednesday evening, the Baron de Goldsmid, F. R.S., occupying the 
chair. The conclusion of Mrs. Whitby’s communication on the re- 
sult of her experiments on the cultivation of the mulberry and the 
growth of the silk worm in this country, was submitted to the meet- 
ing. In the course of the reading of the paper, specimens of white 
and yellow raw silk, wound from cocoons produced at Newlands 
«during the summer of 1846, were handed round for inspection. The 
facts derived f:om the experiments of the above lady may ultimately, 
:alter proper investigation, prove of the greatest importance to the 
mative industry of this country. We have it now established that the 
mulberry tree, hitherto believed to be of difficult cultivation in our 
‘cold and variable climate, not only flourishes in great perfection, but 
‘is admirably adapted, from its luxuriousness, for the rearing of the 
‘silk worm. lt was suggested that the rearing of silk worms for the 
yproduction of silk would afford a lucrative employment to the poorer 
‘classes, and afford them the means of support when not otherwise 
employed. Mr. Ricardo, M. P., was of opinion that, in the present 
‘speculative state of the question, it would be unwise to embark capi- 
tal in an undertaking which was now otherwise employed; it was, in 
fact, to divert it from a certain to an uncertain source of. profit. He 
thought, however, that after due examination the proposition might 
be entertained, if done so with care. Several other members present 
made some observations bearing upon the subject, and after passing 
a vote of thanks to Mrs. Whitby, the matter was referred to the future 
inquiry of the committee of manufactures. A paper was subse- 
quently read by the secretary from J. Mather, Esq., containing sug- 
gestions for the ventilation of schools, churches, public rooms, and 


dwelling-houses. 

— Tue Queen v. Tue Mayor or 
Dover.—Tne Omission ny CHURCHWARDENS TO SIGN A BURGESS 
List, DOES NOT DISENTITLE THOSE Persons WHOSE NAMES ARE 

UPON IT FKOM HAVING THEM INSERTED ON THE Burgess ROLL. — 
‘This was a demurrer to a return to a writ of mandamus, which com- 
‘manded the mayor of Dover to insert on the burgess roll of that 
‘borough the names of certain persons which hsd been presented to 
him, for such insertion, on the burgess list of a certain ward. The 
‘returns set forth as excuse, that the burgess list named in the writ had 
mot been signed by the churchwardens, as the Municipal Corporations 
„Act required; it denied, in the language of the writ, that ail the 
wates due fiom the parties complaining had been paid; and it asserted 
that certain specific rates had not been paid, The demurrer im- 
pugned the sufficiency of the first of these answers; objected to the 
second as amounting to a general traverse; and complained of the 
third as not traversing with sufficient particularity the allegation in 
the writ. After hearing an argument thereon, the court had post- 
poned its judgment. Lord Denman now said that the court, without 
determining whether or not it was necessary for the churchwardens 
to sign the burgess lists, was of opinion that their omission to sign 
them, even if necessary, was no answer to this writ. The payment 
of rates being necessary, the ailegation that they had been paid was 
material, and therefore was properly traversed in its terms. With 
regard to the last point, the court thought that the statement of the 
specifie rates had not been sufficiently particular, ‘There would 
therefore be judgment for the Crown on the first and third points, 
„and for the defendant on the second. 

Count or Banxnurrcy.—Tue Irarian Orera Hovuse.—Wed- 
nesday was fixed for a dividend meeting in the case of Chambers and 
‘Chambers, bankrupts, who were bankers in Bond Street, and lessees 
of the Italian Opera House. In the course of the proceedings Mr. 

Espin applied for the court's direction as to the construction of a 
‘deed of arrangement and reference entered into between the assignees 
„and Mr. Chambers in 1837, with a view to prevent further litigation. 
Under that arrangement it was agreed that 23,0002. should be paid 
iby the assignees to be thus distributed : — 13.000/. for the cost of Mr 
Chambers’ solicitor; 7000}. to Mrs. Chambers and her family, and 
30001 for Mr. Chambers, in addition to which he received 90COL, 
‘the costs being only 4000/. There was a sum of 11,000/. of trust 
monies in the Bank, for which the trustees now sought to prove. A 
‘question, however, had been raised as to whether the 7000}. was or 
was not to be taken as part of the 11,0004, but Sir William Follett, 
‘before wnom the question had been submitted, considered it was not. 
His honour consicered that the trustees ought to prove fur the whole 
amount. The debts proved in the course of the day were nearly 
19,0002., in addition to 220,000/. already proved, upon which a fur- 
ther dividend cf 4s. in the pound will be declared in a few days; 9s. 
has been paid. 

Tue Law or Corynicut.—The trial just brought to an issue by 

the representatives of the late Dugaid Stewart and Messrs, A. and 
C. Biack, in Edinburgh, as involving important legal points, and 
disclosing some curious literary facts, we think worthy of some 
special notice. The relative position of author and bookseller has 
been one too frequently beset with unpleasant suspicion and 
dissatisfaction, arising mostly from the utter ignorance of authors 
of the details of publishing, and of booksellers of the pangs of 
authorship. We are glad, therefore, when a searching trial like the 
present discloses nothing but the liberality and honour of the book- 
seller, showing that a truly liberal sum had been awarded, acknow- 
ledging the power of the author, and the estimation of the public 
for the really excellent. The last copyright law settled that the ar- 
ticles contributed to a periodical belong to the proprietor of such pe- 
riodical. but cannot be published separately without the consent of 
the author. In the present instance it was endeav ured to be main- 
tained by the representative of ** Dugald Siewart.” that the Essay 
(although 1600/. was paid for it) was intended only for the “ Supple- 
ment of the Encyclopædia Britannica,” and not for the re-edition of 
that work, incorporating ail the supplementary and much additional 
matter. ‘The evidence of Mr. Robert Cadell, and other authorita- 
‘tive witnesses, however, put the matter in so strong a light, that the 
‘idea was considered preposterous, and an immediate verdict given 
for the defendants. During the trial, the magnitude of the expenses

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CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Accipents IN tHe Parks. — On Monday the weather continued 
its severity, the thermometer generally as low as 24, or six degrees 
below the freezing point. A rather heavy fail of snow occurred in the 
afternoon in the eastern suburbs of the metropolis; very little, how- 
ever, fell at the same time in any other district. About ten o'clock 
at night the wind shifted, and the thermometer rose to 32 degrees, 
The ornamental waters in St. James's Park were frequented as usual 
by numerous skaters, ‘Towards evening an accident occurred to 
a gendeman named Scadding, residing at Pimlico, who, while 
skating, eame in violent contact with another gentleman, when both 
were thrown down, and Mr. Scadding’s arm was broken and his 
skull severely fractured. Several other accidents occurred, owing 
to the breaking of the ice, &c., but the prompt assistance rendered by 
the officers of the Royal Humane Society prevented any loss of life. 

Fire in THE Recent Circus. — On Monday evening, about five 
o'clock, a fire broke out in Regent Circus, Piccadilly, in the tenure 
of Mr. B. Nicholls, linendraper. T'he engines of the County and 
London Brigade quickly attended, and the flames were speedivy ex- 
tinguished, but not until a quantity of linen was damaged by fire, 
&c, The loss will fall on the County Fire Office. 

FATAL ACCIDENT IN THe Epaware Roan. — On Tuesday a 
fatal accident occurred in the Edgware Road, It happened be- 
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tween eleven and twelve o’clock, and hundreds of persons who wer® 
hurrying to see her Majesty proceed to Parliament became cugnisant 
of it. ihe unhappy victim was a waggoner, named Richard Head, 
aged about 30, in the employ of Messrs. Parry, coal merchants, of 
the Harrow Road. At the hour indicated, he was driving a team of 
horses that were progressing towards Hyde Park, with a wazgon 
laden with coke. A portion of the harness got deranged. and whilst 
Head was trying to arrange it, without stopping the horses, they 
started off, and threw him down, and one of the wheels passed straight 
over his head, crushing it to pieces. The brains were so completely 
squeezed out, that the po:iceman scooped them up with his hands, 
Of course death and the accident were simultaneous. 

Tue vate Mr. Justice. —On Monday evening Mr. Mills re- 
sumed, at the Regalia, Augustus Street, Regent's Park, the inquest 
on the body of Mr. T. Francis Justice, solicitor. [he inquiry was 
adjourned at+the wish of deceased's friends, that a post mortem ex- 
amination might be made to satisfy the public that deceased had not 
committed suicide, as reported in some of the newspapers. Mr. 
Lerew, the surgeon, who had opened the body, proved distinctly that 
death resulted from a natural cause, viz. from effusion of serous 
fluid on the brain. Verdict, * Natural death.” 

ALARMING Fires IN LampetH.—On Wednesday morning a very 
destructive fire broke out in the premises belonging to Mr. H. Al- 
bert, a bookseller and stationer, Princes’ Road, Lambeth. The 
flames, when first discovered, were raging in the lower part of the 
premises with such fury that it was with the greatest difficulty the 
inmates were able to escape. The engines of the London brigade, 
West of England, and parish were soon upon the spot, and an im- 
mediate supply of water being obtained from the Lambeth mains, 
the firemen set to work, but notwithstanding their utmost exertions, 
they were unable to get the flames subdued until the whole of the 
furniture and other effects in the house were completely destroyed, 
and the building gutted. Mr. Albert’s loss is considerable, and, 
unfortunately, he was not insured. The firemen had scarcely re- 
turned to their stations from the above, when they were called to 
another outbreak in the York Road. Upon their arrival there, it 
was ascertained that the back kitchen of Mr. Boyce’s oil and colour 

remises, No, 32. in the York Road, had taken fire. lt appears that 
Mrs. Boyce was awoke by a dense mass of smoke entering her bed- 
room. She immediately got up, and on opening the door of the 
kitchen found the place in a general blaze, and there is little doubt 
that had it not been for the opportune discovery made by Mrs. 
Boyce the entire building would have been consumed. Asit was, 
the fire was confined to that portion of the house in which it com- 
menced. ‘The origin of both fires is unknown. 
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INTERESTING TO MEDICAL MEN. 


Royat Jennerian Institution. —The annual meeting of this in- 
stitution was. held on Friday, Mr. D. Wire in the chair. It ap- 
peared by the report which was read by the’ secretary, that upwards 
of 6000 children had been vaccinated by the officers of tne institution ' 
in the last year, and that large supplies Of the vaccine virus had been 
sent to the East and West Ladies, to Scotland, and to Ireland, to 
meet extensiveiy increased demands from those countries— especially 
from Ireland — which showed that the prejudices against its use 
among the lower classes there were fast fading away. With all this 
amount of good, and the great benefits which the institution had con- 
ferred on the human race since its first formation, it was still to be 
regretted that it did not appear to receive a corresponding degree of 
public support; its finances being at present in a very dilapidated 
condition. The receipts in the last year of subscriptions amounted 
to only 340/., and after paying current expenses there only remained 
in the bankers’ hands 15/., while the institution was in debt nearly 
300/. lt was hoped, however, that in the year ensuing, when the 
public came to know the condition of so valuable an institution, the 
subscriptions would be such as to relieve it from its embarras.ments, 
and place it on a fuoting, in point of funds, corresponding with its 
usefulness, A

Paincess SURGICAL Orrrations.—Numerous as are the cases re- 
ported of successful surgical operations performed on patients under 
the influence of «ther, none of them appear to us sufficiently in- 
teresting or useful to require further record than what has been 
awarded them in the daily journals. The discovery, and its appli- 
cation to surgical purposes, is valuable, but we object to its indiscri- 
minate employment, and coujJd almost wish the meanness of its first 
introducers into practice had been able to put the shackles of a 
patent upon their specific against pain. We make these remarks, 
however, preparatory to alluding to a simple and ingenious mode of 
exhibiting the vapour of wther, which will afford the fuliest oppor- 
tunity for the most obscure village apothecary to command the ser- 
vices, when desired of this perfect palliative. It has been commu- 
nicated to us by Mr. Eden, of Langham Place, an ingenious and 
expert dentist, who has on several occasions tested its perfect appli- 
cability for the purposes required. ‘I'he apparatus consists of a large 
bladder, in which is introduced a piece of sponge about two inches in 
diameter. l'o the mouth of this is attached a hollow tube four inches 
long, the orifice having a caliber equal to the last joint of a flute, 
which, indeed, in Mr. k:den's case, formed the required article. The 
apparatus is then complete. When required for use, one ounce of 
strong sulphuric æther is introduced into the bladder, which, being 
inflated, thus forms a reservoir, that, on inhalation, will be found to 
contain a large volume of air powerfully charged with ether. Re- 
lating the effects of this vapour, Mr. Eden says, “ The patient, a 
medical student, applied the end of the tube to his mouth, whilst l, 
with my right hand, supported the bladder, and with my left thumb 
and forefinger gently closed his nostrils; thus inspiration and ex- 
piration were carried on between the air contained in the patient s 
lungs and the vapour generated in the bladder, the sides of it col- 
lapsing and expanding during respiration. In less.than two minutes 
the patient was perfectly motioniess, and quietly reclining on the 
chair. I extracted two teeth, no symptom of pain or disturbance 
being at all manifest. He laid quiet for about two minutes longer, 
and then revived. We could not persuade him the teeth were drawn, 
till he had ascertained the fact by feeling his gums. He then found 
that a fourth tooth was much decayed, and he requested me to 
wtherise him once more, but I deemed it prudent to delay this for a 
couple of days.” Mr. Eden’s account of the action of æther upon 
his patient in the first instance is graphic. Having put the end of 
the tube into his mouth, “he breathed the wthereal vapour vehemently; 
in about six 10 seven minutes the pupils began to dilate. In eight to 
ten minutes from the commencement, the pupils became dilated, and 
there was considerable congestion about the tissues and vessels of the 
neck and face, and he appeared to be in a sound sleep, with his eye- 
lids wide open, the body being in an erect sitting pos.ure. We then 
gently reclined him in the cperating chair.” We again observe, In 
conclusion, that aithough, in the majority of cases, little or no danger 
can be apprehended in the use of ather as recommended, still, to ad- 
minister it indiscriminately to,all habits and constitutions, would be 
highly dangerous and improper, `

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ILLUSTRATED LITERATURE. 


A Booke of Roxburghe Ballads, Edited by John P. Collier, Esq. 
London: Longman, 1847. 


Within the memory of man the lighter literature of the lower 
classes consisted of rudely printed ballads, hawked about by noisy 
mendicants and sturdy beggars. During the two centuries preceding 
it was an eminent feature of their habits, reflecting both their man- 
ners and feelings, and now affords useful illustration of the character 
of the English peasantry during that period of our history. The 
volume we have undertaken to examine aud report upon is a collec- 
tion of these curious street ballads. They belong to the earlier por- 
tion of the period referred to, that is,to the latter part of the sixteenth 
and the beginning of the seventeenth centuries, and during the reigns 
of Elizabeth, James, and Charles the First. The former of these 
monarchs, good Queen Bess, was evidently during her lifetime an 
especial favourite of the class who patronised these effusions, for her 
efligy is found frequently appended as a tail-piece to recommend 
them to the favour of the purchasers. The one we have selected for 
our pige from the illustrations given in the volume, is a facsimile ofa 
woodcut that adorns an interesting historical ballad connected with 
the treason and punishment of Ballard, Babbington, and others, 
executed at Tyburn, for their participation in the plot of Throgmor- 
ton, in 1584: — 

First to deprive our gracious queene, religion for to change, 
And then for to invade the realme by trowpes of forraine power, 
To overthrowe the government, and kill her in her bower, 

Or forceably to dispossesse the queene of England’s grace, 

And to proclame the Scottish queene, and set her in her place. 

A few historical notices connected with ballad-lore, contained in 
Mr. Collier’s introduction, are very interesting; and as collecting, 
collating, and editing appears throughout to have been a task con.

work of no ordinary research. It appears that the oldest printed bal- 
Jad known to be extant, is that on the downfall of Thomas Lord 
Cromwell, in 1540, reprinted by Dr. Percy. At this early period we 
find considerable latitude of thought and expression assumed by the 
caterers of this species of popular entertainment; and in these hum- 
ble broadsides, it may be observed, that the public opinion of the time 
found means to animadvert upon and ridicule the oppressive or 
foolish measures of the government, so much so, indeed, that both 
Henry VIII. and Mary were obliged to take steps for their suppres- 
sion, and accordingly published edicts against ballads, in common 
with books, rhymes, and treatises. From Ši Collier’s remarks upon 
the ballads of the succeeding reign may also be gathered reason suf- 
ficient for Elizabeth’s popularity, for we are told, — 


No such restraint was deemed necessary when Elizabeth succeeded her sister, 
and the consequence was, an increase of ballads and ballad-singers ; then it was 
that some productions of the kind, which had been preserved in manuscript, were 
printed, and new additions were made to the popular stock. Robert Langham, 
who wrote his “ Letter from Kenitworth” in the autumn of 1575, has left behind 
him in it a goodly list of works of romance and drollery then in circulation, in- 
cluding a bundle of ballads, “ fair wrapped up in parchment and bound with a 
whip-cord ;” these, he tells us, were ‘‘all ancient,” meaning, perhaps, to refer to 
a date when such publications had been forbidden. * * Matters continued 
without much alteration during the reign of James 1., exce ting that particular 
printers were then licensed to publish broadsides and other pieces, occupying 
only one side of paper, of course including ballads. They granted assignments 
to others for stipulated sums, and the ““worshipful trades” of ballad-making, 
ballad-selling, and ballad-singing, had certainly never been more flourishing. 
About the middle of the reign of Charles I. some new writers of this class made 
their appearance, the principal of whom was Martin Parker, who industriously 
availed himself of every opportunity for putting his pen to paper. He was sub- 
sequently assisted by another prolific poet of the same description, named Law- 
rence Price, while Wade, Climsell, Guy, &c., were not by any means slow in 
their contributions. Thus we have many more broadsides belonging to the 
forty years immediately preceding the Restoration, than have come down to us 
during the whole previous period from the Reformation. Among them are to be 
included not a few reprints of older ballads, of which only the re-impressions are 
now extant; they were, no doubt, scaree when their republication was under- 
taken by the printers, booksellers, and stationers, who carried on a profitable 
business from about 1620 to 1660.

The engravings embrace the most remarkable of our buildings from 
the earliest time: — druidical remains, cathedrals, abbeys, churches, 
colleges, castles, civic halls, mansions, sepulchral monuments of our 
rinces and nobles, portraits of British worthies, and representations

I have always a piece of cold 
beef and a mince pie on the table, and am wonderfully pleased to see 
my tenants pass away a whole evening in playing their innocent 
tricks and smutting one another.” “ Happy landlords!” says Mr. 
Knight, “happy tenantry! ye are no fiction. Few were the manor 
houses in England, a century or two ago, that did not present such 
scenes at all such times.” The third vignette presents our old

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CUTTING THE FIRST SOD OF THE 
FLEETWOOD, PRESTON, AND 
wigs RIDING JUNCTION RAIL- 


On Monday last, the ceremony of cutting 
the first sod of the new line of railway com- 
munication between Fleetwood, Preston, and 
the neighbouring towns, took place in a field 
to the north-east of Preston, on the left of 
the Deepdale Road. Invitations had been 
sent to the shareholders, and to the corpora- 
tions of Preston and Clithero, to the mem- 
bers of the borough and for the county, to 
join in the proceedings, and afterwards to 

artake of a cold collation at the Bull Hotel. 

here was, accordingly, a large concourse 
on the ground, but good order was observed 
throughout, The mayor and recorder of 
Preston then donned their navies’ dresses, 
their appearance in their new characters 
calling forth rounds of applause. J. Bray, 
Esq., the solicitor to the company, now pre- 
sented the spade to_ his worship the mayor, 
who immediately commenced operations, 
and threw several sods into the barrow, 
which the recorder wheeled away to a dis- 
tance from the spot down a lane of spec- 
tators, who cheered him loudly during his 

rogress and return. Having thus per- 
ormed their morning’s work, a “ ’lowance” 
was served out to them, which they drank 
with all apparent gusto. 

The spade was made of polished steel, 
with a mahogany handle. On part of the 
blade was an inscription surmounted by the 
arms of the company. The barrow was 
made of mahogany, of chaste and elegant 
design, and a small silver plate was affixed to 
the side with an inscription engraved upon 
it. In front was a neat carved scroll, with 
the Preston arms—the Lamb and Flag. The 
subjoined sketch will, however, give a better 
idea of the beauty of the implement. The 
inscription on the plate was, — “ Fleetwood, 
Preston, and West Riding Junction The 
first sod of this railway was cut in the Deep- 
dale Road. near Preston, by the worshipful 
John Paley, jun., Esq., mayor of Preston, 
January 18, 1847. This barrow, used on 
the occasion by Thomas Batty Addison, 
Esq., recorder of Preston, is presented to him in commemoration 
of the event, by his brother directors.” Leaving the ground, the 
procession returned in the same order to town, and after the interval 
of half an hour, the company re-assembled at the Bull Hotel, where 
a most splendid cold collation had been prepared. This entertain- 
ment took place in the assembly-room, the tables being literally

covered with all the choice dishes of the season. Thomas Batty 
Addison, Esq., the chairman of the Board of Directors, presided on 
the occasion, and at the vice-chairs were seated, James Bray, Esq., 
the solicitor to the company; Philp Park, Esq., the engineer; and 
Henry Garbutt, Esq., the secretary. Altogether the proceedings 
passed off in the most admirable manner, and gave complete satisfac- 
tion to all who were fortunate enough to have been present on the 


occasion.

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THE COLD COLLATION. 


WRECK OF THE UNITED STATES BRIG 
=a SOMERS. 


The Somers was maintaining the blockade off the harbour of Vera 
Cruz. Qn the evening of the 7th she had taken shelter under Green 
Island, there being every indication of an approaching. northerly 

| gale. On the morning of the sth, a sail being reported from aloft, 
she was got under weigh and stood out for several miles, when the 
approaching vessel was ascertained to be the John Adams, on her re- 
turn from Tampico, Her appearance caused great satisfaction to the 
officers of the Somers, as Commander Perry had informed them that 
she was to relieve them from maintaining the blockade as soon as 
shecame in. As the Somers was approaching her anchorage on her 
return, another sail was discovered standing for Vera Cruz, appa- 
rently with the intention of running the blockade. She immediately 
made all sail to intercept her, and in the effort to avoid falling on the 
reefs to leeward, she was struck by the norther and thrown upon her 
beam ends, ‘The strange vessel came rapidly down, but showed no 
colours, and tacked when near Pajordas reefs, Lieut. Parker had 
reported the appearance of squalls, and the particulars are fully de- 
tailed inthe New Orleans papers. ‘The Somers continued careening 
over with great rapidity, and in about half an hour afterwards sunk i 
and thirty-seven persons perished. 

There were then lying at Sacrificios, about two miles to the lee- 
ward of the wreck, her Britannic Majesty’s ships Endymion and 
Alarm, and brig Daring; the French brigs Pylade and Mercure ; 
and the Spanish corvette, Luis Fernanda. As soon as the accident

was discovered, the boats of all these vessels were simultaneously 


called away. The crew of the Endymion, to the number of 200,

came aft and volunteered. ‘There was the most noble emulation a 
to which vessel should use the greatest expedition and persevere in 
the most strenuous exertions. ‘The violence of the gale was such at 
that time that none of the boats could pull against it, and it was with 
the greatest regret that Captain Lambert and others in authority felt 
it to be their duty to make signals recalling their boats. An hour 
or two afterwards, when there was a slight abatement of the gale, 
they again put forth at the peril of their lives, and succeeded in 
saving 14 persons, and bringing from Green Island those who had 
landed there, ‘The first lieutenant of the Endymion, Mr. Tarleton, 
rescued the first lieutenant of the Somers from Pajaros reef, which he 
succeeded by a miracle in reaching safely, but where his situation 
was most critical, The most gallant and well-directed efforts were 
made by the officers and crew in the boat of the Mercure, She 
rescued ten men at sea to leeward on a-spar.-«@ne hardi y knows av 
which to admire most, the forethought or the daring of this noble 

adventure. The risk was incalculable, Five boats, representing 

each of the foreign vessels, reached the island and took off 23 persons- 
to their respective vessels, where they were received with every de- 

gree of kindness and delicate consideration. The sufferers were 

supplied with refreshments and clothes. Eight more of the crew of 
the Somers had been picked up by the Mexicans, after being in the 

water no less than 30 hours on a hen-coop, Another party, num- 

bering also eight, is said to have reached the shore in the same man- 

ner, one of whom died after landing, from exhaustion, 

They are held as prisoners in Vera Cruz. This makes forty-four, 
all told, who have been saved from the wreck, ‘The Somers had 
nearly eighty souls on board, all told.

WRECK OF THE U.S. BRIG SOMERS. 
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
